The word missions is one of the 
most glamorous in the language. 
Like charity, it covers a multitude 
of sins! The business of getting 
out the Gospel, particularly across 
the seas and to heathen people, is 
so glamorous and so important, 
that sometimes unconsciously, we 
allow unworthy appeals, unworthy 
motives, and unworthy methods 
and practices to creep in, in con- 
nection with the missionary enter- 
prise. 


I hope I may humbly say that 
I am a genuine friend of missions, 
that I have a deep burden for 
the missionary enterprise. Under 
the glass on my desk, where I can 
look at it with joy in my heart 
and a prayer on my lips, is a ceér- 
tificate of life membership in the 
Evangelical Alliance Mission. It 


was granted to me by the direc- 
tors of that mission for exten- 
sive help of thousands .of dollars 


in that great foreign mission work 
which has been so signally blessed 
of God. Co-operating with commit- 
tees of missionaries on the field, I 
have raised money to print mil- 
lions of copies of the gospel ser- 
mon, “What Must I Do to Be 
ed?” in some _ twenty-two 
guages. Missionaries have done the 
actual translation and the dis- 
tribution, and are still doing the 
follow-up on that work. But at 
least I have toiled and prayed 
and promoted, and have given 
to help foreign missions, 

Each of my six lovely and gifted 
daughters is specially dear to me 
in her own way. One of them is 
specially dear to my heart because 
I gave her to God for the foreign 
mission field and always, between 
God and me, she is my “mission- 
ary.” Mary Lloys and Chuck 
Himes were accepted by the China 
Inland Mission for work on the 
borders of Tibet, on the back 
side of China. They went to Phil- 
adelphia for a season of orienta- 
tion. They were to wait a little 
while and Mary’s health was to 
be built up, then they were to go 
to that far-off country where so 
many missionaries have died for 
Christ and the Gospel. I had quite 
a catch in my heart to remember 
that there were more graves of 
missionaries on the border of 
Tibet than there were Christians 
in the entire country! But God

The question before us has intrigued the minds of Chris- 
 tians down through the ages. Some people have been dis- 
turbed by this question because there seemed to be no defi- 
nite answer. However, I believe there is a positive word for 
us in the Scriptures. The Word teaches that there is recogni- 
tion beyond the grave. 


In Greenwood Cemetery, on the 
edge of our city, is our baby’s 
grave. On the grave is a marker, 
and on the marker this verse, II 
Samuel 12:23. This verse tells 
me that we shall see our loved 
ones in Heaven and know them. 

The story of David does not

This continued for seven days.

You must believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and not merely 
about Him, and then you will 
know what salvation is. 


Receiving 

We'll take another word which 
means the same thing; perhaps 
you'll get hold of it better. “He 
came unto his own, and his own 
received him not. But as many as 
received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his 
name.” 


Bear in mind, “received him.” 
That’s it: not received a doctrine 
or a belief, but received Him. It is 
a Person we must receive. 

My experience is that we all 
want to have the power before We 
receive Christ; that is, we want 
to feel we are in Christ before 
we will receive Him. But we can- 
not love God and feel His presence 
until we have received Him into 
our hearts. 

It is just like a boy with a ball. 
He throws it to you. Well, you 


must catch it before 
throw it back again. The real 
meaning of “believe” is “receive” 
—receive Christ as yours. I don't 
know any verse in the Bible that 
God has blessed to more souls 
than John 1:12: “But as many as 
received him, to them gave he 


power... 


I don’t know of any better il- 
lustration I could have than mat- 
rimony. The Bible uses it, and if 
God uses it in His Word, why 
should not I? In the Old Testa- 
ment God says: “I am married unto 
you” (Jer. 3:14). Jesus Himself 
uses the illustration when He 
speaks of the bride in John 3:29. 
Paul uses it in his epistles, as in 
Romans 7:4, as an illustration of

“Demas hath forsaken me, hav- 
ing loved this present world” (I 
Tim. 4:10). This we note is one 
of the first effects of worldliness 
on those who profess to Know 
Christ Jesus. They wish to leave 
the company of God's people for 
other attractions. They no longer 
care for the conversations of the 
Christians and the meditation on 
the Word of God which character- 
izes the gatherings of Christians. 
They feel uncomfortable around 
those who want to live for God, 
and who enjoy Christian practices. 
Because they fear the reproof of 
Christians for their worldly ways, 
they stay away from Christians. 
Those who fall in love with the 
ways of the world fall out with 
the ways of Christ, for these are 
opposite ways. Those who seek 
for the blessings which the world

Those 
who find their pleasure in the 
ways of the ungodly no longer 
enjoy the fellowship of God and 
His people. Worldliness and godli- 
ness are incompatible. They can- 
not operate together. 


Christ prayed that the Father 
would keep the Christians from 
evil because they have been given 
to God out of the world (John 
17:6). When anyone trusts Je- 
sus Christ, he is put into the 
church which is the mystical body 
of Christ. Although he continues 
in the world as a human being, 
| he “not of .the world,” but is 
‘of God. He becomes a citizen of 
Heaven and is therefore occupied 
with Heaven's interests. For’ one 
who belongs to Heaven to live in 
the love of the world is a par- 
|adox. How can one who loves 
the Lord Jesus feel happy in the 
|company of those who hate the 
Lord Jesus? How can one who be- 
lieves that the unsaved are lost 
and on their way to the Lake of 
Fire ever rejoice in the careless- 
ness, the sports, the ungodliness 
of those doomed men? The love 
|of the world is not the love of 
| the Father. We must ever remem- 
ber that it was the world which 
crucified Jesus Christ. The relig- 
ious world hated Him and reject- 
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ed Him, And it was the best reli- 
gion on earth that did it. The 
political world wanted Him killed. 
The social world had no place for 
Him in their programs. The world 
of sports never found Him sitting 
in the arena to watch the lions 
in their fierce attacks. He was not 
there at the races of the chariots. 
He was on the mountaintop pray- 
ing, or He was at the funeral pro- 
cession giving life to the dead. 


The Scripture says, ‘The world 
hath hated them, because they 
are not of the world, even as I 
am not of the world” (John 17: 
14). Here again we find a very 
evident fact, The Christian goes 
to the theater and is unnoticed, if 
he makes no confession nor pro- 
fession. If, however, he asks the 
manager to begin the show with 
prayer, or if he carries with him 
a Bible as he buys the ticket 
and enters the theater, immediate- 
ly there is a great culf between 
himself and those in charge of 
the performance. The world does 
not expect to see a godly Chris- 
tian, a Bible-loving Christian, a 
testifying Christian, in any sinful 
sports. It is not expected, nor 
anticipated, that a man will ap- 
pear on the Board of Trade or the 
Stock Exchange with a Bible in 
his pocket, the love of Christ in 
his heart, and the joy of the Lord 


in his soul. There is no place 
for God, 
Godliness and ungodliness do 


not mix. Christianity and world- 
liness are incompatible. Holi- 
ness and wickedness are ene-

The world welcomes 
charitable institutions if Christ is 
omitted. Individuals love’ kind 
ministries if Christ is not mention- 
ed. When Christ comes in, peace 
goes out. The Saviour Himself 
said, “Suppose ye that I am 
come to give peace on the earth? L 
tell you, Nay; but rather divi- 
sion” (Luke 12:51). He also said 
in Matthew 10:34, “I came not 
to send peace, but a sword.” The 
world will not permit all kinds of 
human righteousness and human 
religions, but rejects with vigor 
and hatred the entrance of the 
Lord Jesus Christ into their plans, 

The statement is often made 
that today one cannot be honest 
and stay in business. The world’s 
ways of doing business are often 
very cruel and heedless of the 
rights of others. The small busi- 
ness is crushed out by the larger. 
Clerks and workmen are often- 
times ground down-in a most un- 
just manner. Relatives cheat each 
other out of their lawful and moral 
rights. ‘The end justifies the 
means,’ is the rule that governs 
one of the world’s greatest reli- 
gions, and governs some of the 
world’s greatest businesses. 
Christianity saves from this un- 
just program. The Christian is 
not supposed to be occupied with 
the ways of the world in the 
realm of business or religion. 


“If any man love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in 
him” (I John 2:15). You will 
notice that it does not say “the 
love of God.” The Lord is speak- 
ing in this passage of a particular 
kind of love. He refers to the 
love which the Father has for the 
Lord Jesus Christ. How can the 
believer love as the Father loved, 
and still love the enemies of the 
Son. If one of our own country 
should be found consorting with 
the enemy, he would be treated 
as a traitor, and rightly so. Yet 
God's people feel that they may 
consort with the enemies of Jesus

Christ and still remain good 
Christians and not offend the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Those who mistreat the Son, hate 
Him, reject Him, refuse Him, and 
repudiate Him, have no favor with 
God the Father. God treats them 
as His enemies, and will send them 
to the Lake of Fire as they well 
deserve. He does not expect that 
any child of God will love and 
make companions of and follow 
the ways of those who hate Jesus 
Christ. If they do so, “they incur 
the anger and the just wrath of 
the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ who loves His Son dear- 
ly. If you love the Lord Jesus, 
whoever you may be, you will cer- 
tainly not be happy in the com- 
pany and the fellowship of those 
who hate the Lord Jesus. 


Worldliness has a very unhappy 
effect upon the heart and the 
mind. Those who are occupied and 
in love with this world find it 
difficult to dismiss the world when 
in prayer. Somehow or other, as 
one approaches the Presence ol 
God in prayer, these worldly 
things intrude. One godly man 
told me that he always had a 
fierce battle on his knees to keep 
out of his heart and mind the 
problems of his business. He told 
me that some of his best inven- 
tions were worked out while trying 
to pray. The crises in the game 
whether it be football, baseball, 
or any other pleasure attract the 
attention of the soul and bring 
a denseness in the spirit when 
trying to pray. Opportunities for 
travel, or for successful financial 
experiments. press upon the heart 
during the prayer time. Now if 
one loves those things he will not 
make much effort to get to God, 
nor be filled with God’s thoughts, 
but will be delighted with the 
things of the world that present 


themselves. and will be satisfied 
with a transient visit with the 
Lord. 


Worldliness also hinders a spirit- 
ual life and testimony. Somehow 
the spirit cannot be enthusiastic 
about God's things while being 
thrilled with the world’s things. 
incompatible. We will 
most certainly love the one and 
despise the other, as the Saviour 
said. It is also a fact that worldly 
people who get in trouble seek the 
help of separated. people who live 
godly, holy lives. The world can 
tell very quickly whether a per- 
son is spiritual or not. Folks in 
soul trouble seek the counsel and 
the help of those who know God 
the best and live for Him the 
most. 


“Tove not the world” was not 
said carelessly or thoughtlessly. 
Our Lord knew that the love of 
the world would submerge the love 
of the Father, and would wreck 
the spiritual life of the Christian. 
Let us set our affections on things 
above where Christ sitteth. That 
is God's way of peace and of suc- 
cess. 

If we examine the lives of the 
men who had influenced the world 
for God, as Knox, or Luther, or 
Calvin, or Spurgeon, or Moody, 
or Billy Sunday, or Ironside, or 
our own beloved Billy Graham, we 
shall find that none of these men 
played with the world or worldly 
amusements. They gave their lives 
and their hearts to God. 


We read about the soldiers of 
Jesus Christ, that they were not 
to be entangled with the affairs 
of this life (I Tim. 2:4). If a 
fly enters the spider web, it be- 
comes entangled. If a sparrow en- 
ters the spider web, it is not hin- 
dered nor caught. The Lord ex- 
pects His people to live in this 
world, and to use the assets of 
this world for His glory, and not 
be caught nor tied down nor in- 
fatuated with it. After we are sav- 
ed our business is to promote the 
welfare of our absent Lord. We 
are His ambassadors in a battle 
of right against wrong, of good a- 
gainst bad, of light against dark- 
ness, of godliness against sinful- 
ness. How can we keep ourselves 
unspotted from the world, as we 
are told to be in James 1:27, if 
we let the world absorb our time 
and our affection. If the Christian 
is watching the horse race, or the 
dog race, or playing canasta, how 
can that one warn about God’s 
wrath, and the punishment wait- 
ing for the sinner. He cannot do 
it. The sinner simply says, “You 
need these pleasures to satisfy you 
just as they do me. If what you 
profess to have does not satisfy

The Problem of Television

which television can be and 
the impact it is making upon 
the church and the American 
home. Do you have a survey 
of the present programs from a 
moral and spiritual standpoint? 
if you can give me any ma- 
terial on moral and spiritual 
implications of television, or 
cite me to some material, it 
will be greatly appreciated. 


There is no question that tele- 
vision can bring very detrimental 
programs right into the home and 
take up too much of the time of 
both parents and children. Like 
many modern inventions, it can be 
used to do great good, as in the 
case of Percy Crawford’s television 
program, and other Christian pro- 
grams. But it is also being used 


by Satan to undermine home dis- 
cipline and the highest moral 
standards. It should be carefully 


controlled in Christian homes, and 
requires self-restraint on the part 


of parents and certain very def-

inite regulations with respect to 
the children. 

The Rev. Newton C. Conant, 
of the Calvary Bible Prot- 
estant Church, Camden, N, J., in 
cluded the following thoughts on 
television in one of his church 
calendars last fall: 


Television and the Christian 
Home 
I Corinthians 10:31 


That television is a marvelous 
invention no one will deny. It is 
one of the mechanical marvels of 
our age—to see on a screen be- 
fore you events happening in dis- 
tant places. It also cannot be de- 
nied that it is a very useful, en- 
tertaining, and instructive instrus- 
ment. However, like most good 
things, it may be taken over by 
the powers of darkness and used 
to promote Satan’s kingdom, 
Therefore the programs that are 
permitted to come into Christians’ 
homes should be carefully and 
prayerfully chosen. So much is 
learned through the eye, and this 
makes telévision a more powerful 
force than radio, which cannot 
be seen. 

Christians, therefore, should let 
even the television testify that the 
home is dedicated to the Lord, 
Needless to say, it. is wholly in- 
consistent for Christians to have 
programs in their homes which 
if seen in a theater would make 
them shudder. It seems to be a 
clever assault of Satan to break 
down Christian homes. Christians, 
generally speaking, will not go to 
sinful worldly amusements, so Sae 
tan deceives them into bringing 
the program right in their 
homes. Children, whose minds are 
so impressionable, see sights which 
will have a large part in molding 
their lives. The whole Christian 
world is at this time thus cone 
fronted with a serious attack upon 
the home. The amount of time giv- 
en to television should also come 
up for serious thought and prayer. 
To show even good programs for 
practically all the time the family 
is together is perhaps way be- 
yond what God intends. The 
schools are complaining that boys 
and girls are falling behind in les- 
sons. Large numbers were not pro- 
moted last term. Those who know 
attribute this largely to the un- 
usual prominence given to the 
television, which crowds out the 
time necessary for lessons. 

It may require a change in somé 
homes, but Christians could 
squarely face the problem and de- 
cide it in the light of this coms 
mand: 

“Whatsoever ye do, do all to 
the glory of God” (I Cor, 10:31).

Tremendous Need for 
Literature in Korea 


In Korea, one of the greatest 
open doors in the world, there 
is need for another very large 
printing af “What Must I Do to Be 
Saved?” Missionary Robert Rice 
came to the editor’s office some 
time ago and begged us to have 
a new edition. He said that any 
number of booklets up to one 
million copies or more could be 
carefully distributed and not wast- 
ed. He says that the doors are 


open in this, one of the most 
fruitful mission fields in the 
world. 


Now we havea letter from this 
Presbyterian missionary, Brother 
Robert Rice dated February 21. 
He says: 


“Dear Dr. Rice: 

“IT am glad to say that I have 
received a speedy reply from 
Korea in regard to your letter of 
February 3rd offering to help with 
a large new printing of ‘What 
Must I Do to Be Saved?’ in Kor- 
ean. Last month our Christian Re- 
vival Fellowship distributed over 
245,000 Gospel tracts in nine dif- 
ferent provinces and islands of S. 
Korea; and it seems the need 
grows rather than diminishes. A 
letter received along with yours 
said that there were no tracts 
in Seoyl, had temporarily run out 
there, The needs and opportunities 
are tremendous. Last Friday in 
New York our Board secretary 
over Korea and the Far East was 
trying to explain the Korean situ- 
ation to Dr. Norman Grubb of the 
Worldwide Evangelization Crusade 
who wants to send a WEC mission- 
ary to Korea. He would work un- 
der our Christian Revival Fel- 
lowship. Dr. Smith said, for what 
it is worth, that no country in 
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“The regular rate of exchange 
in Korea today is 500 Whan to 1 
dollar; a 500 to 1 exchange rate. 
Employee salaries and institutions 
will continue to get this rate. 
Since last September up till right 
now, that has been the rate for 
literature and everything else. 
However, just last week end a 
letter from our Taegu Station 
treasurer said that the Mission 
treasurer is able to cash checks 
over $25 at the rate of 600 Whan 
to 1 dollar. Only checks can be 
exchanged at this 600 to 1 rate, 
and I don’t know how long this 
will last although it should be 
for several months at least. There- 
fore I am figuring on the 600 to 1 
rate; which is by far the best you 
can get anywhere in Korea to- 
day. (Here he gives separately the 
cost of paper and printing, but we 
give only the totals. Ed).

This work would be done at the 
Kyung Puk Printing Press in Tae- 
gu, and we can send press in- 
voices for all work done. This press 
is owned by our Boys’ Academy 
and because of past Mission help, 
they are indebted to give us the 
very best prices obtainable. Need- 
less to say, we could very well 
distribute 2,000,000 copies of your 
tract this year. That would be a 
very wonderful help in Korea. Be- 
fore I left Korea the ROK Army 
asked if I could supply them (the 
Chaplains’ Corps) with 1,000,000 
tracts during the coming year; 
and the evangelistic committee of 
General Assembly asked for 2,- 
000,000 for the year. 

“TI Would advocate two changes 
on your tract. One came up at the 
Evangelical Literature Overseas 
meeting in Moody Church last 
December, and would have no Eng- 
lish on the tract, only Korean. 
The unbeliever would not be pos- 
sibly sidetracked by something 
foreign. In some countries any- 
thing English is in ill repute; 
though not Korea. The _ other 
change would be to add an an- 
nouncement on the back of the 
tract. Our Bible Reading Pro- 
gram for Unbelievers (or those 
making a first decision) has over 
56,000 who. have enrolled. After 
reading five Gospel portions 
(Mark, Luke, Acts, Romans, John) 
in order and answering questions 
by a postal card on each portion, 
we give them free a New Testa- 
ment with Navigator’s first lesson 
in it. This program has the full 
backing of the Korean Bible So- 
ciety (as well as the American 
Bible Society). This announce- 
ment would greatly add to the e- 
vangelistic potential of your tract. 
Our C.R.F. office is in a. position 
now to send your office testimonies 
from readers of your tract as they 
may come in from time to time, 
if you would want them (trans- 
lated, of course, and testimonies 
of special interest only). 

“T guess this about covers every- 
thing. If you have further ques- 
tions, I will be glad to answer 
as I am able. We appreciate your 
fellowship in. the Gospel, as well 
as your help in the harvest in 
Korea.

I had just returned from con- 
ducting her funeral when I wrote 
this. 

She died at/the age of ninety. 
When I first knew her, she was 
sixty-five. Strange that as I stood 
in the little funeral chapel that 
afternoon, I felt I had known her 
a lifetime! 

Fewer than twenty people at- 
tended the funeral. She had not 
been at church for some time. For 
the past two years she had been 
bedridden and had gradually be- 
come blind. One of the tragedies 
of life is that friends forget so 
quickly. Yét there are hundreds 
of people in Trinity Church who, 
if you called her name, would 
immediately begin to talk of the 
marvelous activity of this little 
woman who seemed to me to have 
lived a lifetime within the past 
twenty-five years. 

She never headed up anything 
that I know of within 


the chosen leader in any field of 


She lived twelve miles from the 
church, and the streetcar was her 
only means of transportation; so 
she was not identified with what 
we sometimes call “church activi- 
ties.” 

But she never missed the church 
services nor the. prayer meetings, 
save when she was too sick to 
get on the streetcar. During my 
publication of Bob Shuler’s Maga- 
zine, she walked the streets of 
her little town ringing doorbells 
and securing subscriptions to the 
publication. She brought in hun- 
dreds and many of them became 
our staunchest supporters. 


Sitting during the funeral ser- 
vice with her brother and sister, 
the only surviving members of the 
family, were a man and his wife. 
Both had been led into the church 
through her instrumentality. She 
seemed to have but one job during 
the twenty-five years I knew her. 
She was always trying to win 
people to Christ and to Trinity 
Church. 

I cannot remember just how 
soon after our arrival in Los 
Angeles, thirty-six years ago, that 


packages began to arrive at 
Christmas and on the various 
birthdays of my tribe. I think 


she never once failed to send me 
something on my birthday. Always 
the presents were the work of 
her own hands. Each Christmas, 
until she became so blind she 
could not see to sew, these boxes 
arrived with a present for every 
member of the familv. In the 
meantime, most of my sons and 
daughters grew up, married, and 
moved away, but to her they.stil-; 
remained “the Shuler children.” 
A year ago, when the usual Christ- 
arrived, she had 
not forgotten one of them. I noted 
though .that some of -the articles 
this time were bought from the 
stores. Blindness was creeping on! 

I visited her a few weeks be- 
fore she died. She stroked my 
hand and said, “Brother Shuler, 
I am glad to see you looking so 
much better.” She could not see 
me at all. But she sensed in my 
voice and manner the fact that 
I was better, for I myself had 
been sick. One of the church visi- 
tors talked with her just before 
she went. Her last question was, 
“How are Brother Shuler and his 
family?” Her sister told me it was 
one of the very last things she 
said. 

As I read the ritual in the little 
funeral chapel that afternoon, I 
confess I felt very small. To be 
loved by such a soul humbles any 
man.

They knew that only a few times 
in a lifetime does such a friend 
come the way of any man.

fasted and wept: for I said, Who 
can tell whether God will be gra- 
cious to me, that the child may 
live? But now he is dead, where- 
fore should I fast? can I bring 
him back again? I shall go to him, 
but he shall not return to me.” 


In these words David gave his 
assurance of life after death, and 
that in the future life, he would 
recognize his son. 


The scene on the Mount of 
Transfiguration also tells us that 
there is recognition beyond this 
life. Jesus went to the Mount and 
took with Him three disciples. He 
was transfigured before them, and 
there appeared unto them Moses 
and Elijah talking with Him. Mo- 
ses represented the law, Elijah, 
the prophets. Elijah, you remem- 
ber, was taken up in a chariot of 
fire. He was translated. He did not 
die. Moses died upon Nebo and 
was buried, but his body was 
never found. These two came 
down to talk with Jesus. 


We will notice that the dis- 
ciples recognized Moses and Eli- 
jah. They had not known them 
upon the earth, but they knew 
them now. This indicates to us 
a glorious prospect of Heaven, 
that we will know not only the 
ones we know now face to face, 
but our knowledge will be so great 
that we will know others who 
have lived before us. Yes, we 
shall know each other in Heaven. 

In Luke 16 we have the story 
of the rich man and Lazarus. It is 
a story that deals with Hell, but if 
you will study it carefully you will 
see that it teaches also recognition 
beyond the grave. The rich man 
knew the beggar who was laid 
daily at his gate. He knew him 
upon the earth; when death came 
to both of them, he still knew 
him and saw him in the bosom 
of Abraham. The story assures 


us of recognition beyond the | 
grave. 

The Apostle Paul surely indi- 
cates recognition beyond the 


grave when he wrote to the people 
in Thessalonica and said, 

“For what is our hope, or joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? Are not even 
ye in the presence of our Lord 
Jesus Christ at his coming? For ye 
are our glory and joy.” —-I Thess. 
2:19, 20.

V. Heaven Is Eternal 


Any home that we build here 
will rot and decay. Its age is 
limited, but Heaven is eternal. 

Most of you have read of the 
unusual house in the Santa Clara 
Valley in California. It stands in 
the midst of a great orchard and 
is said to be the largest house 
in the world. It was built or start- 
ed in the 1890’s by a Mrs. Win- 
chester. At first, it was only a 
pleasing country home of ordinary 
dimensions, but through the years 
it was altered and changed and 
added to until it covered a space 
of fourteen acres. Adding apart- 
ment after apartment, room after 
room, the owner became obsessed 
with the idea of building statelier 
mansions. Today the house is a 
curious and amazing labyrinth of 
winding stairways, intricate pas- 
Sages, and hundreds of windows. If 
one were left in an inside room, 
he would have difficulty in finding 
his way out, 

It is said that as the owner 
worked upon the house, she _ be- 
came obsessed with the idea that 
the longer she built and added 
to the house, the longer she would 
live. But, at length death came. 
Death found its way through the 
strange rooms and strange stair- 
ways, to the single room where 
the owner lay. She left her house. 
She can no longer add to, nor 
enjoy, it. 

So it is with everything upon 
this earth. Whether it is a man- 
sion on a hill or a shanty in the 
slums, the home is only tem- 
porary. But Heaven is our eternal 
abiding place. 

What happens to the cities of 
the world? They are built and 
destroyed. Nineveh and Babylon 
are gone; the cities of Asia and 
Egypt are destroyed, but Heaven 
is a city whose Builder and maker 


is God, and whose foundations 
Shall never crumble away. 

Can we put it all together in one 
sentence? Perhaps we can. Hea- 
ven is a real place, the saints’ 
home, where love and Christ a- 


bide, which the eternal ages shall 
never change.

If it were not for trust, there 
would be a terrible commotion in 
this building tonight. If you could 
not trust that the roof was firmly 
put up, you would get out pretty 
quick.

it is the way down to death and 
Hell. I believe more souls are lost 
through “trying” than any other 
way. You have often tried, and as 
often failed; and as long as you 
keep trying you will fail. Drop 
that word, then, and take as 
your sure foothold for eternity, 
“tryst.” “Though he slay me, yet 
will I trust him;” that is the right 
kind of trust. Would to God that 
you would all say, “I will trust 
Him now, tonight!” Did you ever 
hear of anyone going down to Hell 
trusting in Jesus? I never did. 
This very night, if you commit 
yourself to Him the battle will be 
over. 

You are complaining you don't 
feel better. Well, remember, the 
child must be born before it can 
be taught. So we cannot learn of 
God until we receive Him.

great sacrifice, tried to send 
THe Sworp to every foreign mis- 
sionary who wanted it, whe- 
ther he or she could pay for it 
or not. Many of these missionaries 
have worked with me in getting 
out the literature which we pro- 
vided by God's grace and with the 
help of Christian givers. 

A good many of these mission- 
aries on the foreign field found 
Christ in some of my revival cam- 
paigns or came out of my pas- 
torate. Tom Watson, Jr., in Korea 
surrendered to the call of God for 
this work at a Sword conference 
on revival and soul winning at 
Lake Louise, Toccoa, Georgia. So 
he gave up his radio station in 
Florida, prepared for the foreign 
field, and is being greatly used 
of God in war-torn Korea. Oh, 
missionaries are dear to me. 

But there are some unworthy 
appeals, and we believe the whole 
cause of Christ will be helped 
by a more serious and more pray- 
erful understanding of the plan of 
God about missions. Some practi- 
ces, some appeals, and some per- 
sonnel get by unchallenged, cover- 
ed with the missionary glamour, 
that would otherwise be spotted 
as “phonies.” We will do far 
more to get out the Gospel, we 
will honor Christ more and win 
more precious souls if we hold to 
scriptural principles and make only 
honest and worthy appeals for the 
mission cause. 

Let us examine some of these 
unworthy appeals for missions. 


L. “To the Jew First” Is Not 
a Worthy Missionary Appeal 

The other day I preached in Cal- 
gary, Canada, in an eight-day 
revival effort. I stood near the 
back and greeted people as they 
came into the service and was 
present to help in any problem 
about getting out Christian litera- 
ture, when a well-dressed, presen- 
table young woman, probably in 
her early thirties entered. She 
smiled graciously and said, “Glory 
to Jesus! Hallelujah! Salvation is 
of the Jews! Hello, John!” 

Well, I rather uncertainly took 
the hand she offered so gaily. Now 
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Lynchburg, Virginia 


I do not mind praise to the Lord 
Jesus provided it is sincere praise 
from the heart. I can say “Hal- 
lelujah,” too, and occasionally I 
do, and mean it from the heart! 
But I do not think that such a 
pious rigmarole uttered before 
strangers to make an impression, 
and with nothing in particular 
in mind, is helpful. And I was 
halfway between shock and amuse- 
ment that she quoted in greeting, 
“Salvation is of the Jews.” Of 
course, when Jesus spoke to the 
woman of Samaria in John 4, sal- 
vation did come to the Samaritans 
directly from the Jews, and Christ 
Himself was a Jew. But that there 
is any profound obligation to the 
Jews of today more than to oth- 
ers, I do not see. The Lord Jesus 
Himself in the Great Commission 
does not say so. They are wrong 
who say so. 

It is true that Paul said in 
tomans 1:16, “For I am not a- 
shamed of the gospel of Christ for 
it is the power of God unto sal- 
vation to every one that believ- 
eth; to the Jew first, and also to 
to the Greek.” But when certain 
Hebrew societies make that Scrip- 
ture an appeal and use the argu- 
ment that God is interested in the 
Jews first, and that all of us ought 
to put missions to the Jews be- 
fore missions to anybody else, they 
pervert the Scripture. That is not 
what the Bible says and not what 
it means. 


Chronologically, the Gospel came 
to the Jews before it came to the 
Gentiles. And so the Gospel pro- 
ved itself to be the power of God 
to the Jews, and then it proved 
itself the same to the Gentiles. 
But that God wants me to give 
priority to missions to the Jews 
is not even hinted in that passage, 
and those who make that appeal 
make it unworthily. 

In the Great Commission, as 
given in Luke 24:47, it is com- 
manded, “ .... that repentance 
and remission of sins should be 
preached in his name among all 
nations, BEGINNING AT JERU- 
SALEM.” Yes, the apostles were 
to begin at Jerusalem. They were 
near Jerusalem at the time. There 
is where Jesus died, Near there 
is where He gave them the Great 
Commission after His resurrec- 


tion. There is where they were to 
begin. 
But I ought to begin at my 


Jerusalem, and that is not in Pale- 
stine. I, too, ought to begin where 
I am. I ought to begin with my 
own people who know me. I ought 
to begin where I have the first 
and best opportunity to win souls. 
And so ought everybody else. If 
the apostles who were stationed 
in Jerusalem and received the 
Great .Commission just outside 
Jerusalem, then if I live in Whea- 
ton, Illinois, I ought to begin in 
Wheaton. 

You will remember that when 
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the Gadarene demoniac was Sav- 
ed and Jesus had cast out of him 
a legion of devils, the young con- 
vert longed to go with Jesus. He 
'wanted to leave these people who 
'preferred their hogs to His heal- 


}ing and salvation. But what did 
‘Jesus say? “Howbeit Jesus suf- 
fered him not, but saith unto him, 
Go home to thy friends, and tell 
them how great things the Lord 
hath done for thee, and hath had 
compassion on thee” (Mark 5:19). 
And that new convert listened to 
the orders given and obeyed them. 
“And he departed, and began to 
publish in Decapolis how great 
things Jesus had done for him: 
and all men did marvel” (Mark 
5:20). His Jerusalem was his own 
city, Decapolis (literally ten cit- 
ies), on the east side of the little 
Sea of Galilee. 


I believe that- more money is 
wasted on “Jewish missions” than 
on practically any other kind of 
missionary enterprise. If the dear 
Lord Jesus is primarily interested 
in getting as many people saved 
as possible, then He wants every- 
body to have a chance, but He 
would want us to give our time 
and attention primarily to the peo- 
ple we could most easily win. 

Should anybody give principal 
attention to Jewish missions? Yes, 
I think undoubtedly some Jews 
should do that. Doubtless my be- 
loved brother, Jacob Gartenhaus, 
should, as should some other Jewish 
Christians specially qualified and 


children, 


people. They have clear leading 
of God to work among Jews, and 
they are sometimes blessed in win- 
ning many Jews to Christ. But 
for the ordinary Christian, his 
own people make a better mission- 
ary opportunity than do the Jews. 
And in most cases, missionary en- 
terprises which \try to get every- 
body possible saved do more good 
than missionary enterprises di- 
rected primarily at Jews. 


To seek to have anybody sup- 
port a missionary enterprise on 
the basis that God favors the Jews 
above others and wants us to send 
money to support missionaries to 
the Jews before others is a wholly 
unscriptural and unworthy mis- 
sionary appeal. 

God loves the Jews, and so do 
we. But we should honestly face 
the fact that in large measure, 
Jews today are blinded and that 
missionary work among them does 
not yield as much fruit to the 
glory of God, as a general thing, 
as mission enterprises centered 
just on getting people saved, whe- 
ther Jewish people or Gentile peo- 
ple. 

I do not specially favor mission- 
ary enterprises that center on get- 
ting men saved and not women, 
or center on getting children sav- 
ed and not adults. Some people 
have more opportunities with 
so they ought to win 
more children. Some rescue mis- 
sions and prison missions, for ex- 
ample, have more opportunity with 
men, and so ought to win more 
men. But always we ought to want 
everybody possible saved, and we 
ought to go to the ones most ripe 
for the Gospel and where we can 
win the greatest number of souls, 
other things being equal, as far 
as clear leading from God is not 
otherwise. 


II. The Appeal to Give to Cer- 
tain Particular Mission Areas 
“So Jesus Can Come Back” 
Is Unscriptural 
In Matthew 24:14 the Lord Je- 
sus said, “And this gospel of the 
kingdom shall be preached in all 
the world for a witness unto all 
nations; and then shail the end 
come.”” Therefore, some people ar- 
gue, we must hasten to get the 
Gospel to a few people in every 
tribe and dialect in the world, 
and then, it is thought, the Lord 
Jesus will come back to receive 
His own. But that appeal is based 
on a misunderstanding and mis- 

application of Scripture. 

In Matthew 24:14 Jesus speaks 
of the Great Tribulation time AF- 
TER His coming for His saints. 
The next verse speaks of “the 
abomination of desolation, spoken 
of by Daniel the prophet,” which 
ushers in the Great Tribulation it- 
self. And verse 21 following says, 
“For then shall be great tribuation 
....’ So we know that in the 
Great Tribulation time the Gospel 
will again be preached in all the 
world by converts, and then will 
come the end of the tribulation. 
But the coming of Christ to re- 
ceive His saints will be before 
the: tribulation. 

Jesus did not mean that now 
His coming for His saints awaits 
the preaching of the Gospel to 
every creature. In the first place, 
that would contradict the clear 
statement He often made that His 
coming was imminent, that no one 
could know the day nor the hour. 
He taught New Testament Chris- 
tians to expect His coming at any 
moment; His coming could not 
wait upon the modern missionary 
movement, 


Besides, the Scripture makes it 
quite clear that already the Gos- 
pel has been preached to the whole 
world. Consider the following 
Scriptures and you will agree. 

At Pentecost we are told, “‘there 
were dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, 
devout men, out of. every nation 
wnder heaven” (Acts 2:5). They 
heard Peter’s preaching and many 
of them were saved. These Jews, 
assembled to Jerusalem for the an-

Suppose that all evangelists in 
the world should set out to preach 
only once in any given town, and 
so make sure that any lost sinner 
only heard the Gospel once. The 
truth is that there would be very 
few, if any, saved. That simply 
is not God's plan. It sounds very 
smart, but it is not in the Bible, 
and it is not good sense. 


2. Some people ought to hear 
the Gospel twice before others 
hear it once because we are com- 
manded to begin where God has 
put us. The apostles were to 
preach the Gospel “beginning at 
Jerusalem.” They had an obli- 
gation in Jerusalem that they did 
not have at Rome. The Gadarene 
demoniac was to go to his own 
home and people and preach to 
them. He had an obligation there 
by the direct command of Jesus 
Christ which he did not have else- 
where. It was not left to him to 
invent some smart theories, but 
to obey. If we obey, we will preach 
the Gospel again and again to the 
ones to whom the Lord Jesus 
sends us, 

3. Some people ought to hear 
the Gospel twice before others 
hear it once because of that clear 
leading of the Spirit. In my early 
ministry I became greatly con- 
cerned about a young woman who 
attended revival services in which 
I was engaged. She had been such 
a scoffer in the community and 
had so much influence for evil 
that I became deeply burdened 
for her. After

for her. The next day, on three 
different occasions, I talked to her 
earnestly about her soul, as I had 
spoken to her a number of times 
before. On the last occasion she 
broke into tears and surrendered 
to Christ. The fact that I had 
clear leading from God was a 
mighty good reason that one per- 
son should hear the Gospel twice 
before someone else heard it once. 

I think that, rather’ uncon- 
sciously, good men have used this 
false slogan because that makes it 
seem more important to give mon- 
ey for the causes that they repre- 
sent, instead of to causes some- 
body else promotes. Well, it may 
be a good money-raising slogan, 
but it is unscriptural and is a 
false appeal for the missionary 
enterprise. 


IV. “You Do Not Need a Call; 
the Need Itself Is Sufficient 
Call’—Another Unworthy 

Appeal 

I was once in special services 
in Omaha, Nebraska, A young 
pastor had been led of God to take 
the leadership in a church which 
was run-down. The attendance 
had greatly increased. The power 
of God had come upon the church 
and week after week saw a mov- 
ing of the Spirit of God. A great 
many people were saved. A flock 
of young. people, particularly, 
gathered around the pastor. I saw 
abundant evidence that he was 
where God wanted him to be. He 
felt so himself. God had seemed 
to lead clearly in the work. His 
heart was happy in it. The re- 
were blessed and satisfied 
him more and more that it was 
the place God had for him. 

3ut a missionary leader chal- 
lenged him, urged him to go to the 
foreign mission field. He reminded 
the young pastor that there were 

churches in Omaha. If a 

wanted to be saved, he 


most one whole night in prayer! could look up one of the churches 


and get saved. But, he said, in 
heathen countries there were 
many people who had never heard 
the Gospel and who never would. 
Therefore he urged the young 
pastor to resign his church and go 
to the foreign mission field. 

“But I do not feel any call to 
the foreign mission field,” replied 
the young pastor. “All the moving 
of the Spirit on my heart seems 
to lead me to stay here and do 
the work now given me, instead 
of going to the foreign mission 
field.”’ 

“But,” said the missionary sec- 
retary, “you do not need to feel 
the call. The need itself is suf- 
ficient call. There are lost people 
who have not heard the Gospel. 
You ought to go and take them 
the Gospel.” 

The pastor then asked the mis- 
sionary leader what course he 
would recommend. The pastor was 
urged to go at once to the mis- 
sionary headquarters in the east 
and offer himself as a candidate 
for the mission field. 


“But,” protested the young 
pastor, “I do not have the money 
for a trip to New York.” 

The missionary secretary 
brushed this aside very lightly. 
“Sell your car and get the mon- 
ey,” he said. “The fact that there 
is a great need is call enough.” 

All this had occurred just a few 
days before I was engaged in 
special services in the church. The 
young pastor asked me what he 
should do. Would not God tell him 
if He wanted him on the foreign 
field? Could a man not ask and 
have the clear leading of God 
about where he should minister? 
Was it lack of vision or lack 
of faith that made him hesitate 
to sell his car and go offer him- 
self as a candidate for the foreign 
mission field? 

I told him, as I tell you, 
any such adwice is foolish tom- 
myrot. It is worldly wisdom, not 
spiritual wisdom. God can show 
people where they ought to serve, 
and one who goes to the foreign 
field or anywhere elsé to serve 
God without clear leading will 
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you, why do you think it would 
be a blessing to me? If you live 
as I do, what difference would 
there be if I live as you do, for 
we do the same things?” The 
testimony of that one who loves 
the world is nullified. It has no 
value. The man in the quicksand 
can hardly pull out another who 
is in the quicksand. That one who 
is himself spotted with dirt is cer- 
tainly in no position to criticise or 
offer help to another who is in 
the dirt. 

The Lord is right in what He 
says. He asks His people to be 
samples of the believers, models 
of those in whom God has wrought 
a good work. Worldliness on the 
part of a Christian is certainly 
no inducement for anyone else to 
become a Christian. 


Worldliness hinders growth in 
grace, for the time that should 
be spent in Bible’ study and in 
spiritual upbuilding is spent in 
things that have no value for time 
or eternity. The mental effort 
that should be put into learning 
the ways of God is rather spent 
in watching the achievements of 
men. The energy that should be 
put into becoming a useful, prof- 
itable servant of God is expended 
on human affairs that attract and 
hold the soul in bondage. 

Most of us have a one-track 
mind. Our train of thought di- 
rects our feelings. If our ambitions 
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are for the best of earth, then 


‘the things of God take second 


place or no place. If our desires 
are for the gratification of the 
heart and mind in earthly things, 
then there will be little desire or 
appetite for heavenly things. Great 
men of God have been with 
one-track minds operating only for 
the glory of God, the blessing of 
the people of God, and the spread 
of the Gospel of God. This same 
principle obtains in worldly things. 
It is said that when Edison was 
wrestling with the problem of 
the incandescent lamp, he shut 
himself out from all other con- 
tacts so that his mind might be 
wholly devoted to that one prob- 
lem. Great musicians have shut 
themselves out from the world so 
that their minds might be able 
to work out the intricate prob- 
lems of the music without dis- 
traction. Great surgeons permit al- 
most no conversation nor noise In 
the operating room, that the mind 
be centered upon the vital prob- 
lems involved, and without dis- 
traction. 

So the man of God must not 
permit himself to fall in love with 
the things of this world, but rath- 
er that he may hold all such mat- 
ters in subjection to his needs 
that his heart and mind may be 
devoted to the business of the 
King.

He sent peo- 
ple out to fly planes without ade- 
quate instruction, and more than 
once missionaries died, and I fear 
they died needlessly because he 
scoffed at the serious counsel of 
the world’s best mission leaders. 
I remember one man who sur- 
rendered, under his leadership, 
for the foreign mission field. He 
was approaching middle age. He 
had six or seven children. He had 
a bare high school education and 
no special spiritual training. He 
had been out of school so long 
that it would be most difficult 
for him to learn a foreign lan- 
guage. He had such a heavy fami- 
ly responsibility 
ment to the foreign 
be very difficult. Here was a man

who had not been called to the’ 


foreign field, had not been trained 
for the foreign field, and yet he 
was urged to go to the foreign 
field simply on this bit of worldly 
wisdom that there was a great 
need there and that one ought 
to go whether he had a call or 
not. That is an unworthy appeal, 
and that kind of missionary pro- 
motion fails to have the results 
that it ought to have, and the 
blessing of God that men desire 
for a good mission enterprise. 


I believe that every man can 
have clear instruction from God 
as to where and how he should 
labor. If one goes to the foreign 
field and his wife dies and his 
health is about gone, he will need 
more than a few platitudes to 
comfort his heart and assure him 
that God is with him. One ought 
to be sure that he has a clear call 
from God to the work, or when 
great trouble and_ temptation 
come he will falter. Human wis- 
dom is not enough backing for 
the trials and temptations and 
sacrifices of the best Christian 
work. One must be conscious that 
he is in the clearly revealed will 
of God and that he has a right 
to depend on God to bless the 
work that He has plainly com- 
manded. 


V. The Denominational Co- 
operative Program Appeal 
Is Unworthy 

Please note carefully what I 
say. I do not say that missions 
Supported and controlled by de- 
nominations are necessarily 
wrong, nor that they are un- 
worthy of support. On the con- 
trary, some of the best foreign 
mission work as well as home 
mission work is done by mission- 
aries under the direction of some 
denomination. But to lump all the 
work of the denomination under 
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the glamorous term “missions” in 
order to get the dollars of the 
people, and then to boast that 
loyal denominationalists are ful- 
filling the Great Commission and 
taking the Gospel to all the world 
simply because they put their 
money in a denominational co- 
operative program is an unworthy 
appeal. 

If money is wanted to support 
a big hospital, then people should 
ask for money to support a hospi- 
tal and not call it missions. If 
money is wanted to support a 
modernistic seminary where some 
professors doubt the integrity of 
the Bible and are not sure of the 
virgin birth, then those who seek 
the money should say so frankly. 
That is not missions, in the com- 
monly accepted meaning of the 
term. Since that emphasis tends 
to use a good word to get money 
for things that people would 
otherwise not give money for, it © 
that that practice 


The other day a fine friend of 
my college days told me how glad 
he was to give his money to the 
Southern Baptist Co-operative 
Program. This honest good far- 
noble, devoted Christian 


| and my good friend, said he felt 


it was a great privilege to be able 
to give the Gospel to all the world 
through the Southern Baptist Co- 
operative. Program. But I asked 
hima a question which seems to me 
very pertinent. Was he satisfied, 
and did he think Southern Bap- 
tists as individuals ought to be 
satisfied, to send $1.17 per person 
per year to foreign missions in 
the preceding year as reported in 
the Southern Baptist Handbook 
for 1955? I think to use the co- 
operative program and tell people 
that they are thus fulfilling the 
Great Commission and sending the 
Gospel to all the world when in 
actual fact it means that each 
individual church member sends 
only $1.17 in a whole year to for- 
eign missions is an unworthy ap- 
peal. 

It seems obvious to me that the 
appeal is ineffectual, since it puts 
Southern Baptists near the bot- 
tom of the list of per capita giving 
for foreign missions in America, 
And a similar thing is true about 
American Baptists and about the 
Methodist Church. To lump all 
the causes, 'including modernistic 
schools and seminaries, in with 
real mission causes and then call 
it all “missions” and urge people 
to give undesignated gifts to the 
co-operative program, when only 
$1.17, perhaps, goes in a whole 
year from each person to the for- 
eign mission field—that seems to 
me to dishonor Christ, to deal un- 
fairly with people, and to misuse 
the glorious word “missions” in 
the appeal.
